far exceeded that of the Blade and for 
this reason Mr. Hard was reluctant to 
investigate the 
circulation 
of 
the 


Times. The Times list does not need to 
ba padded to prove it has deoidodly the 
larger circulation.

this novel purpose was attached to the 
train on the Grand Trunk railway, and 
appropriately enough the paper was en- 
titled The Grand Trunk Herald.

Carry on IJitsiness In Tliat \\eiy the 
Government Certainly Ought to lie 
Able to Do So—targe Reserve Would 
Not Be Needed. 


Pairfleld, la., Feb. 9.—An address on 


Ihe financial question was made here 
by ex-Governor Boies. It was his first 
utterance on the subject since the pub- 
lication of the widely quoted letters in 
which h« denied the sacred and irrevo- 
cable nature of party platforms, and 
Insisted that, the battle for free coin- 
oge of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 hav- 
ing been fought under the most favora- 
ble circumstances and the demand de- 
feated at the polls, the Democratic par- 
ty should abandon the financial plank 
of 1896 and endeavor to rally on new 
ground. 
His speech embodied a plan 


for a redeemable government currency 
upon which he thinks all Democrats 
should be able to agree. He said in 
part: 


In loss than another decade the national 


•banks will hold the purse-strings of tins 
government, and in the United States will 
wield a power before which thrones have 
crumled and republics have disappeared, or 
they vrill be npon the high rouil to tiual 
and complete extinction. 


If the latter, some plan will have been 


discovered for the preservation of a na- 
tiomil paper currency, excluding all others, 
sufficient in volume to constitute a just 
measure of values :ind answer all the re- 
quirements of business susceptible of ex- 
pansion or contraction as the necessities 
of government and people require, abso- 
lutely sound in every particular, nnd so 
guarded by law that it will be invulnerable 
to attack from enemies from without or 
within. 


No one motal is sufficient for the basis 


of such a currency. 
To endure, it must 


have its root in the constitution, with gold 
and silver so interwoven and welded about 
It that no power on earth can tear them 
apart or make one the superior of the 
other. 


Ketire Not a Single Dollar. 


I would not retire ;v single doMnr of our 


national currency, nor change it in any re- 
spect, except to maUe it redeemable in the 
fame way. 


The endless chain th.it has mndc so much 


(rouble In the pust can be rendered harm- 
less without a farthing's depreciation of 
u single dollar of our present currency, 
without a tremor in all the business enter- 
prises in the country, and our mountains 
and mines employing hundreds of thou- 
sands of our own laborers at remunerative 
wages will furnish in abundance the basis 
for the soundest ami best currency that 
mnn has ever known. 


Experience has demonstrated that a re- 


serve of 2"> per cent is suiliciont to secure 
the redemption of paper currency issued 
by a solvent bank, the notes of which are 
to be reissued as fast as redeemed. 


The government of the United States Is 


an entirely solvent institution. 
If a re- 


serve equal to thnt deemed necessary for 
a bank can be constantly maintained in 
gold or its equivalent without the slightest 
danger that such reserve could be dimin- 
ished, all ought to concede thnt a national 
currency based upon it would be and al- 
ways remain a sound currency. 


This can easily be accomplished, and the 


government, instead of losing by the trans- 
action, can release for other purposes $50,- 
000,000 of its present Idle gold reserve.
